The James Campbell will contest en- 
tered on its second week in Judge Kin- 
sey's court today. Mrs. Florence A. 
Campbell, the widow, and Mrs. Lois Ann 
Purkham, whose parentage is questioned 
by the contestants, were in court and 
ready to testify. 

At the opening of court Attorney 
B. F. Schnurmacher of counsel for 
the heirs named in Campbell's will. 
started to read the deposition of the 
Rev. Father James N. Connelly which 
-was taken in New York last November 
and was published in the Post-Dispatch 
at that time. 

When the reading had proceeded to 
the point where Father Connolly testi- 
fied that he wrote the record of Lois 
Ann Campbell's baptism in the official 
record book of St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
in New York, an objection to further 
reading was entered by L. Frank Ot- 
tofy, counsel for the contestants. 

Objection Is Overruled. 

Ottofy said the original record would 
be the best evidence if such evidence 
were admissible. He questioned its ad- 
missability on the ground that the 
laws of New York did not require that 
churches keep a baptismal record and 
on the further ground that though such 
evidence had been admitted in New York | 
courts, it had been excluded in Mis- 
souri courts. Ottofy said that, if ad- 
mitted, the evidence as to the church 
baptismal record could be used only to 
show that the baptismal ceremony had 
been performed and not to show any: 
other fact. 

The legal arguments which followed 
consumed nearly an hour. Judge Kin- 
sey, after consulting several decisions 
on the subject, decided the deposition 
might be read to the jury.

LETTERS- READ TO JURY 


Colonel for Hughes in 1908 Be- 
cause It Was “‘Wise”’’ Policy, 
but Criticised Governor.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 26.—A se- 
ries of confidential] letters taken from 
the files kept by the late Thomas C. 
Platt, while he was representing the 
State of New York in the United 
States Senate, were today read to the 
jury trving William Barnes’ suit for 
$50,000 for alleged libel against Theo- 
dore Reosevelt in the Supreme Court 


here. 

Some of the letters were signed by 
Senator Platt while others were 
signed by Col. Roosevelt. In nearly 


all of them the writers discussed can- 
didates for office in the State Gov- 
ernment and, in reply to a question 
by Barnes’ counsel, the former Presi- 
dent said, without the slightest hesi- 
tation, that he consulted freely with 
Senator Platt about affairs at Albany, 
knowing and realizing at all times 
that he was the “boss” of the Repub- 
lican party in this State. One of the 
Roosevelt letters read during the 
forenoon session contained a post- 
script which read: 

“All right, I'll change 
Board of Tax Assessors.” 

The letters were brought to Syra- 
cuse by the former Senator’s son and 
turned over to counsel for Barnes, 
Although the Colonel could not say 
whether he had ever made t known 
to the public that he was conferring 
with Platt over appointments, he de- 
nied emphatically that such confer- 
ences constituted “invisible govern- 
ment.”’ 
“My actions,’ the witness asserted, 
“were as visible as they could be.” 

Questioned about méetings with Sen- 
ator Platt in the home ir New York of 
his brother-in-law, Douglas Robinson, 
Col. Roosevelt denied emphatically that 
he met the ‘‘boss” there so that the 
conferences would be held in secret.

Col. Roosevelt was questioned by 
William L. Barnum, a Syracuse attor- 
ney.

Barnes rested in his chair and made 
occasional suggestions. 

When court opened, a stipulation be- 
tween counsel that depositions of four 
unnamed witnesses outside the State 
should have the same effect as if the 
witnesses appeared on the stand was 
read into the record. 

W. M. Ivins, Barnes’ attorney, then 
put into the record !etters written by 
Barnes to Col. Roosevelt and by the 
Colonel to Barnes and to Herbert Par- 
sons. 
The latter letters, dated Aug. 21, 1908, 
were nearly identical in contents and 
phraseology. 
In one letter Barnes discussed Gov. 
Hughes. He said that should Hughes be 
elected he would set up a political ma- 
chine and that all politicians who op- 
posed him would have to ‘“‘sneak in the 
back door or get out of politics.’ 
Roosevelt to Barnes. 
The reply of Col. Roosevelt, written 
at Oyster Bay, read: 

My Dear Mr. Barnes—Yesterday I 
saw Sherman, Bennet, George Smith, 
Mike Dady, Cocks and Hitchcock, 
chairman of the National Committee, 
here. I have been carefully going 
into the Hughes matter since I saw 
you. I appreciate to the full the 
force of the arguments you urged 
against his renomination. It is not 
pleasant for me to support a man 
who has wantonly behaved badly to 
the very men who did most in secur- 
ing his selection—I would approve 
his turning them down in the public 
interest, but I object to its being 
done wantonly. Moreover, I appreci- 
ate that he has alienated quite need- 
lessly very many voters, and if we 
had the right man to put in his

A one-story frame warehouse of the 
Hafner Manufacturing Co. at the 
southeast corner of Dock and Hall 
streets, was burned this afternoon, fol- 
Jowing a burst of flame which occurred 
in a corner of the ‘building, while sev- 
eral employes were eating their lunch 
near by.

ON BOARD THE BRITISH BATTLEs © 
SHIP TRIUMPH, AT THE DARDAs 
NELLES, via Malta, April %—The Tri 
umph entered the mouth of the straitg | 
and opened fire with her 7.5-inch gune@ 
on one of the Turkish. trenches on thé 
western end of the Gallipoli Peninsula, 
at a range of 7000 yards. After half ag 
hour’s bombardment, the ship proceed« 
ed farther into the straits in order tg

She thus came under the fire of @ 
howitzer battery on the Aslatic shore. 

This battery dropped about 1 shel 
around the Triumph in a quarter 
an hour.. Three shells struck the shipj 
but inflicted only trifling damage. Two | 
men—a stoker and a bluejacket—were 
wounded severely, although not dangery | 
ously, by a shell, which alighted on 
the bridge and fell through to the decid | 
below. | 

The guns of the Triumph were

Makes General Denial of Tax- 
payers’ Charge That He Aided 
Sale at $11,500 Profit. 


August H. Kuhs, real estate dealer 
and indicted member of the Board of 
Education, filed a reply today in the 
taxpayers’ sult, instituted by Dr. L. M. 
Ottofy and nine others, to bring about 
his removal from the board. 

The case, which is in Judge Shields’ 
court, was set for trial May 2%, and 
Kuhs’ chief counsel, Marion C. Early, 
said he would try to have the case com- 
bined with the pending suit of the Board 
of Education. This suit, which is in 
Judge Koerner’s court, demands Kuhs’ 
removal and the restitution of funds lost 
to the board through his alleged abus» 
of his official powers. 

Based on School Site Purchase. 
Both suits, and the misdemeanor in- 
dictment on which Kuhs ig to be trie 
in the Court of Criminal Correction, are 
based on the northwest high-school site 
deal, exposed in the Post-Dispatch last 
month. The site was sold to the board. 
at a quick profit of $11,500, oy Jd; #, 
Sheppard, an office associate of Kuhs, 
and a check signed by the firm of A. H 
Kuhs & Son had part in the financing of 
the deal. Kuhs’ son, August J. Kuhs 
ostensibly got the largest share of the 
profit. 

In his answer. Kuhs denied that he 
was interested, diretly or indirectly, ‘‘in 
the purchase of the tract of land from 
ene Sheppard.”” He also denies any 
connection or interest in the securing of 
“a certain loan alleged to have been 
negotiated by Sheppard.”’ 

He says he was a nominal! member 
of the partnership known as A. H. 
Kuhs & Son, and that the business was, 
long before the time mentioned, trans- 
ferred to a corporation. He denies he 
is guilty of any of the charges made 
against him, and he denies that he 
made ‘‘any such statement to one J. M. 
Sheppard,’’ informing him of the 
board’s desire for a site. 


Sheppard's Story Denied. 
Sheppard has stated that he over- 


heard a remark made by Kuhs to the 
younger Kuhs, regarding the desired 
site. 

Kuhs also questioned the right of the 
10 citizens to bring the suit, saving they 
have not suffered any damage, and hi 
alleges that, the proceeding being an 
ex parte one, Judge Shields had no 
jurisdiction, and no right to require 
him to make an answer to the suit.

Faith is dead without good works, 
Hanly added, and that judging by 
the lack of support given the meetings 
here, he concluded that faith must be 
dead in St. Louis. 
He said a tremendous change of 
sentiment in.favor of prohibition has 
come over America during the last 
seven years. Every indication, he said, 
showed that prohibition is coming 
rapidly and that it is beginning to 
appear as if the great war in Europe 
may be the working of a plan of 
Providence to bring about worldwide 
prohibition.

“First, as to ships: During the last 


two years of the Taft administration, 


~ | Congress authorized the construction of 


two dreadnoughts to cost about $1%,- 
000,000 each. During the first two years 
of the Wilsor administration, upon my 
recommendaticn, Congress auihorized 
the construction of five dreadnaughts to 
Ycost about $14,000,000 each. Stated in 
dollars the Wilson administration 
in its first two years, authorized $70,- 
(00,000 to be spent on the chief fight- 
ing force of the navy, as against $26,- 
000,000 authorized during the last two 
years of Taft's; stated in numbers, it 
authorized five dreadnoughts instead of 
two; and stated in effectiveness, the 
five dreadnoughts authorized under 
Wilson will mount 36 more 14-inch guns 
tnat tne two authorized under Mr. Taft. 
“Second, as to submarines: These won- 
derful agencies of war have astonished 
the world in the present European con- 
flict. The Sixty-third Congress, electe:! 
with Mr. Wilson, adopted my recom- 
mendation to give us all the money it 
could for submarines. It ordered the 
construction of three sea-going subma- 
rines, the largest ever authorized by 
any country, and 23 submarines of the 
same size and type which heve done 
such fearful execution in the present 
war. These submarines will cost $16,269, - 
000. Now, what was done during the las: 
two years under Taft? Twelve subma- 
rines, to cost $7,958,936, were authorized. 


*‘Nobody has, as yet, perfected a sat- 
isfactory engine or satisfactory batterv 
for submarines. Upon my invitation, Mr. 
Edison, last year, at the New York navy 
yard, went down into a submarine and 
Closely studied its every feature. H2 
thinks he has a battery that will meet 
the need. Our tests at the Brooklyn 
navy yard cause us to believe Mr. Edi- 
son has the right principle. Without 
waiting for completion of his battery, 
he has been given an order for two, one 
to be put into an old submarine, accept- 
ed before March 4, 1913, whose battery 
does not give satisfaction, and one for a 
new submarine which I have ordered 
built in the Portsmouth (N. H.) navy 
yard. 

Torpedo Supply to Be Doubled. 
‘Third, as.to torpedoes: A statement 
has been put in circulation that the navy 
is not making adequate provision to sup- 
ply itself with torpedoes. The only 
answer I can make is to state the fac: 
that we either have on hand or have 
placed orders for all the torpedoes the 
General] Board prescribes. Is this admin- 
istration going backward in this respect? 
It would not be proper to make public 
the number of torpedoes we have -on 
hand, but this much may be said: For 
every 100 torpedoes which the depart- 
ment had on hand tn March, 1913, 96 more 
are completed or in course of manufac- 
ture. Therefore, with in a few months, 
the supply of torpedoes will be almost 
doubled. 


“As to mines and mining. During 
the last two years unprecedented 
progress has been made in the ex- 
pansion of our mining equipment. This 
was begun and was well under way 
before the last Congress met. The 
navy is not, as many suppose, charged 
with the mining of our harbors. That 
is a function of the army. The extent 
of the mining operations of the navy 
is confined to the immediate vicinity 
of the fleets and such mining as may 
be necessary on the high seas. For 
the execution of this work and a fur- 
ther study and development of mines 
and mining the navy has three ships 
the San Francisco and _ Baltimore, 
mine lawyers and mine depot ships, 
and the Dubuque, mine training ship. 
“The department has begun the man- 
ufacture of mines and in a short time 
will have 31 mines for every nine it 
had two years ago, increasing our 
stock 244 per cent. By manufacturing 
mines at a Government station in lieu 
of purchasing them, a saving of $178,- 
750 has been effected. 

“Greatest Gun in the World.” 
“As to guns: The Bureau of Ord- 
nance has developed a 14-inch gun that 
will shoot farther, shoot straighter and 
hit harder than any gun now in use 
or known to be designed by a foreign 
country. Based upon former and cur- 
rent prices in contracts for guns and 
gun forgings we have saved $280,425.33. 
“As to powder: Upon my recom- 
mendation, Congress increased the 
capacity of the Navy Powder Factory 
at Indian Head. When the extension 
now under way is completed, the 
capacity will be nearity doubled. The 
cost of manufacture has incidentally 
been reduced 2.7 cents per pound, sav- 
ing already in the cost of powder since 
manufactured, $150,000. 

“As to radio: Radio bas at last been 
successfully installed on submarines, 
and more than 15 other ships, wiich 
either had no radio or whose equip- 
ment was obsolete, have been supplied 
with modern equipment. Three en- 
tirely new shore stations have been

His testimony bore on 
the vital issue of the case—whether 
Charles F. Dorrance of Kansas City is 
the child of the late John Dorrance of 
iveytesvilie, or whether he was a found- 
ling, taken by John Dorrance and his 
wiie from St. Ann’s Asylum, St. Louis 

Suit Is to Enforce Will. 

The property in dispute is that left 
by the elder Charlés I. Dorrance to his 
son, John Dorrance, which, under the 
terms of the father’s will, was to pass 
to any son that John Dorrance might 
have, and otherwise was to go to col- 
lateral heirs. The present suit is to en- 
force the will. 
Statements of John Dorrance, that the 
younger Charles Dorrance was not his 
son, have been placed in evidence, and 
Congressman Rucker’s testimony was 
intended tu show that Dorrance referred 


(ee 


to Charles as his 30n, in an instance 
where his paternal feelings were 
aroused. 


Congressman Rucker testified that in 
1907, he heard John ODorrance tell 
Rucker’s son, a practicing lawyer in 
Keytesville, of having fired his rifle 
twice at a supposed prowler around his 

— the night before. He said Dor- 
rance declared he found, soon afterward. 
“that I had been firing at my own son.” 

Supposed Youth Was Away. 

He explained that John Dorrance had 
supposed, at the time, that Charles was 
in Kansas City, as he had given money 
to him to go there. This was after a 
quarrel between Dorrance and his wife, 


in which Charles had taken Mrs. Dor- 
lance’s part. Charles was then 16 years 
old. 


The conversation which Congressman 
Rucker heard was not one between 
lawyer and client, he said, but was an 
informal talk, chiefly about Dorrance’s 
troubles with his wife.

.DILMAN, Peréla; April .%.—The exo- 
dus of 20,000 to -30,000 Armenians and 
‘Nestorian Christians from Azerbaijan 
provinces, the magssacte of more thar 
10 of those who~were unable to flee, 
the death from disease of 3000 in the 
compounds of the American -mission in 
Urumiah and possibly of an equal num- 
ber of refugees in the Caucasus have 
been confirmed. . 

When it became known the night of. 
| Jan. I that the Ruesian ‘forces had -lett 
Urumiah, - about. 10,000 Christians fled, 
most of them without money, bedding or 
provisions. Be ae 
A majority of the people started out 
afoot, through mud knee deep, across 
the mountain passes, in freezing weath- 
er. At Dilmanh théy were joined by 
many more from Salmas Plains. Brt 
for Father de Cross of the Roman Cath- 
olic mission at Hosrova; near-here, the | 
disaster might have become ~ historic. 
After assuring the safety of. the sisters [ 
of the mission, Father-de Cross joined 
the pilgrims and managed to get brea 
and shelter for many of them. The 
caravansaries were so crowded thai 
thousands slept in the mud and the 
snow. Children were born on the road- 
side or in the corner of a caravansary. 

Children Thrown Into River. 
Arriving at Julfa, on the Russian bor- 
der, passport difficulties added to the 
troubles of the fleeing people. Mad- 
dened women threw their children into 
Araxes River or into the pools in order 
to end their sufferings from cold and 
hunger. 

Father de Cross had to put his back 
against a wall to fight off the famished 
mob when he began distributing bread. 
The mud and cold and the shelterless 
nights, during which the garments of 
the refugees were frozen, continued for 
three weeks, until the peuple wére slow- 
ly dispersed by rail.

Cause of Mental Trouble. 
Dr. Menas S. Gregory, the alienist at 


' Bellevue Hospital, said: 


‘' “Seven cases of women have come un- 
der my observation at this institution 
in whom mental trouble was directly 
due to the twilight sleep treatment. 
The disturbed mental condition of these 
geven patients was not permanent. Some 
‘of them recovered in a rew days, others 
ima few weeks. With some the trou- 
‘ble lasted even longer. 

* “€ have seen here, too, a number of 
eases of mothers who became insane fol- 
jowing twilight sleep, but in which 
‘éases the insanity was absolutely inde- 
pendent of their twilight sleep.”’ 
+ Hyocine and scopolamine, he said. 
‘were formerly used to put the violently 
‘insane to sleep, but the after effects 
‘were found to be bad. 

Restrict Treatment at Lebanon, 

' Dr. Ralph Waldo, ‘visiting physician 
‘At Lebanon Hospital in the Bronx, said 
‘that experience there with twilight sleep 
had brought about a restriction to about 
60 per cent of the former range of the 
‘treatment. 

' “Under careful administration of twi- 
‘light sleep,’’ he sald, “about 2% per cent 
of the babies show the influence of the 
opiate to a fair degree, and about 10 
per cent show it to a marked degree. 
For that reason we have had to modify 
thé dosage of the opiate. 

“The drug shows no permanent effect 
on the baby, provided the baby lives.

Not Suitable for Every Woman. 

“Any increase in mortality among the 
babies,’’ he said, ‘is due to ‘wrong 
technique and wrong dosage. It is not 
Claimed that every woman is fitted for 
twilight sleep. It is good for women in 
their first and second childbirth, for 
long cases and for women with heart 
weakness and frail constitutions. It is 
not painless; it destroys the recollec- 
tion of the pain.’’ 

It prolongs birth, he said, about an 
bour on the average, and should not be 
begun in the second stage. This pro- 
longation, he declared, did not increase 
the danger to the babe of asphyxiation.

“Poisonous Actien of the Drugs Ter- 
rible,” Sam Francisco Doctor Asserts. 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 2%.—Bruce F. 
Foulkes, chief physician at St. Francis 
Hospital, said today that ‘“‘the poisonous 
action of the drugs used in twilight sleep 
is terrible,’ and unless the patient’s 
constitution can throw off the effects, 
permanent injurious results follow. 

“I condemn the method upon general 
principles, my hospital condemns it, and 
I am firmly of the opinion and know 
for a fact that it is held in disrepute 
throughout the medical profession of 
San Francigco,"’ he said.

BALTIMORD, April 26—,t Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, Assistant Superin- 
tendent Dr. Karl Van Norman Says ex- 
periments with the twilight sleep meth- 
od have not proved very satisfactory 
and have been discarded for the natural 
methods.

The Johns Hopkins 
is the only hospital in Baltimore that 
has experimented with the twilight 
sleep method.

Cleveland Physicians Disagree Over 
Benefit of Twilight Sleep. 
CLEVELAND, 0O., April 26.—Cleve- 
land’s physicians are divided on the 
subject of twilight sleep treatment, only 
the men who have been trained at Frie- 
burg, Germany, being its advocates. The 
treatment is given in any hospital ex- 
cept St. Luke’s and City. At St. Luke's, 
where 500 babies are born annually, 
nitrous oxide gas is used, the effect be- 
ing considered better than twilight sleep 
as it can be stopped at any time and

Disputes Story That He Had 
Letter Dictated for Gov. 
Ammons of Colorado to 
President and Governors 
or That Troops Killed 
‘Women and Children.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WEW YORK, April 26.—A long state- 
fient, in reply to Frank P. Walsh, chair- 
Iman of the United States Commission 
on Industrial Relations, has been given 
out by Jonn D. Rockefeller Jr., in whici 
he charges that Walsh drew false infer- 


énces and conclusions from correspond- 
ence between Rockefeller and L. M. 
Bowers, chairman of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Co. 

Rockefeller characterized as false the 
statement of Chairman Walsh that he 
(Rockefeller) presumed to dictate let- 
ters that went out to the President of 
the United States and to the Governors 
of the states over tne signature of the 
Governor of Colorado. 

Rockefeller Gives Version. 

“The facts,’’ Rockefeller’s statement 
deciares, ‘‘are as follows: Last May 
Gov. Ammons sent Maj. E. J. Boughton, 
Adjutant-General of Colorado, to New 
York. I never met Maj, Boughton, but 
he told Mr. Lee (Ivy L. Lee, Rockefel- 
ler’s representative), that Gov. Ammons 
had been disturbed over the misunder- 
standing which prevailed in the Eastem 
States concerning many phases of the 
‘Colorado strike. 

“Maj. Boughton asked Mr. Lee if he 
had in mind any effective way of get- 
ting the facts before the public. Mr. 
Le@ suggested that one method would 
be for the Governor to write a letter to 
the President of the United States and 
to his fellow Governors in other states, 
Setting forth the situation as Gov. Am- 
mons saw it. 

Boughton stated that he could 
not tell how the Governor would regard 
such a suggestion, and that even Maj. 
Boughton himself would have to convey

Gen. Chase, Maj. Boughton’s superior 
officer.

Says Much Circulated Was Untrue. 

In the memvrandium referred to Rock- 
efeller reviewed the labor situation in 
Colorado, saying to Lee that so much 
had been written and circulated anent 
the situation, which was unfrue, that 
the pubiic mind was confused, and that 
for this reason he desired to call his 
:Lee’s) aitention to a few of the salfent 
facts. 

Rockefeller, in the momorandum, then 
savs that there was no Ludlow massa- 
cre, 

“The cngagement,’’ he said, “started 
as a desperate fight for life by two 
sinall squads of militia numbering 12 
and 22 men, respectively, against the 
entire tent colony, which attacked with 
over 300 armed men. There were no 
women and-children shot by the author- 
ities of the State or representatives of 
the operators, in connection with the 
i.idlow  ngagement—not onc.”’ 

The memorandum says that for this 
statement reference is made to a re- 
port of the commanding General of the 
Colorado militia, under date of May 2, 
1914. 

The memorandum then declares that 
there was b*'t one child shot in this 
engagement and that was by a stray 
bullet, and two women and 11 children, 
who met their death in a pit under- 
neath the floor of one of the tents, 
were smothered. 

“While this loss of life is profoundly 
to be regretted,’’ the memorandum con- 
tinues, “‘it is unjust in the extreme to 
lay it at the door of the defenders of 
law and property, who were not in the 
slightest responsible for it.’’ 

The memorandum refers to an article 
written by one who visited Colorado, in 
which the statement is made, alleged to 
have been based upon the official re- 
ports of Adjutant-General Chase to the 
effect that ‘‘an overwhelming majority 
of the State muitia were mine guards 
and other employes of the coal com- 
panies, who had been enlisted whole- 
sale, armed and uniformed by the State 
and sent out to make war on the strik- 
ers.’’ 

“The facts are,’ the memorandum 
continues, ‘‘that mine guards were en- 
listed in only one of the companies of 
militia sent to, the strike zone. While 
it is true that in this company mine 
guards were enlisted as militiamen, 
their number in proportion to the total 
number of militia in the field at any one 
time is insignificant. 


“Slavery” 


Charge. 

“It has been charged,’’ the memoran- 
dum adds, ‘“‘that the employes in the 
mines of Colorado are no better than 
slaves, oppressed by their employers 
and ground down to the last extreme, in 
or@er that larger dividends and more 
profits may be reaped by the companies. 
The utter falsity and injustice of this 
charge are self evident, in so far as the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. is con- 
cerned, with which company alone I am 
in any Way connected, in view of the 
statement which has been widely pub- 
lished, namely that Curing the last 12 
years, since our relation to it, the com- 
pany has never paid a single dividend 
on its common and has paid only one 
dividend on its preferred stock, which 
was a portion of the large accumulation 
of dividends which had accrued and a 
portion of the dividend due for the cur- 
rent year.”’ 

Rockefeller’s memorandum then says 
that the total amount thus paid was 
only $780,000, and that at the same 
time, the company voluntarily increased 
wages of miners and steel employes by 
$520,000 a year. 

‘‘Here again,’’ the memorandum states, 
“the effort to discredit this company 
and those connected with it for ulterior 
and selfish purposes is obvious.”’ 

It is added that the writer above re- 
ferred to stated it as undisputed that 
14,000 men left their jobs and only 20 
or 300 remained at work and that the 
14,000 joined the union. 

“This is entirely and absolutely false,’’ 
the memorandum declares. 

The statement of Rockefeller’ then 
takes up the charge of Chairman Walsh 
to the effect that the correspondence 
between Rockefeller and Bowers reveals 
that he (Rockefeller) had a plan for 
publishing a string of daily papers. 
“This charge is absolutely false,’’ 
Rockefeller declares. ‘‘I never had such 
a plan. Mr. Walsh's only basis for his 
statement is contained in correspondence 
between Mr. Lee and myself referring to 
a letter which I had received from a 
man I had never heard of and which ! 
had forwarded to Mr. Lee. That letter 
began as follows: 

‘‘*This note is from a perfect stranger 
to you, making a suggestion, which, the 
writer thinks, if carried out, would do 
more good generally for all time than 
all the universities in existence,’ and 
went on to say that ‘the suggestion is 
for a string of fearless, honest newspa- 
ners across the country.’ 

‘Mr. Lee, in his letter referred to, ex- 
pressed his disapproval of the suggestion 
and added: ‘I do not believe that [ 
will ever come to the point of thinking 
that you should establish and become re- 
sponsible for a string of daily newspa- 
pers.’ 

“I may add that proposition to pur- 
chase or establish newspapers has for 
many years been made to my father and 
myself, but have, without exception, 
been rejected.’’ 

Discussed Financing One Paper. 
Answering the charges of Walsh that 
Rockefeller had a plan of financing the 
publication of the official organ of the 
National Chamber of Commerce, Rocke- 
feller declares that the paper referred to 
is The Nation's Business and is distrib- 
uted without charge to members of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. He says that the president of 
the chamber discussed with him a finan- 
cial plan for enlarging the publication, 
but that “although I considered the pra- 
posal entirely legitimate, it was never 
favorably acted upon.” 

Rockefeller says Walsh ‘‘falsifies the 
record’ in regard to an interview be- 
tween Ethelbert Stewart, a representa- 
tive of the Department of Labor at 
Washington, and Mr. Murphy of his 
(Rockefeller's) office. Rockefeller de- 
clares that in his formal statement 
Walsh says, ‘Mr. Murphy wrote a full 
account of it (an interview) to Mr. Bow- 
ers at Denver and Mr. Bowers. wrote 
back highly praising Mr. Murphy for 
his discretion in not giving the Govern- 
ment agent any information.” 

“The correspondence,”’ Rockefeller’s 
statement says, ‘‘clearly shows that the 
Government agent did not ask for in-

Rockefeller then charges Chairman

Commenting upon a statement in one 
of Bowers’ letters written immediately 
after the beginning of the strike in 
which Bowers stated: 

“Several of our mines are working 
from one-half to tgvo-thirds capacity and 
if we can continue undisturbed we can 
keep our steel works running and supply 
our railroad friends with coal to keep 
them going in good shape until the 
Strike is over.’ Mr. Walsh says. 

“*This was at a time when the people 
of Colorado were suffering for coal and 
the price had been advanced until thou- 
sands of families were without fuel.’ 

“Here again Mr. Walsh's failure to 
make inquiry has led him into a false 
assumption. The fact is that when the 
Strike was called the price of coal was 
not raised by the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Co., and most energetic measures 
were taken by the company to insure 
that the supply of coal for domestic use 
should not be curtailed.”’ 

Rockefeller adds tnat, 1n response to 
an inquiry, President Welborn of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. forwarded 
to him yesterday the following state- 
ment concerning. that point: 

“When the strike was called, we dis- 
continued shipping coal to the Santa F2 
Railroad, the C., B. & Q., the rants 
Pacific and the Colorado Southern, and 
continued shipping a small amount to 
the Denver & Fo Grande. We also 
stopped shipment of coke to the smelt- 
érs and other large consumers. After 
furnishing fuel to the steel works to 
operate on a reduced basis, we had a 
small amount of coal available for do- 
mestic trade. We continued shipping 
with no advance in the price over our 
regular winter schedule. 

“For our Denver retail department we 
bought coal from Wyoming, wich cost 
ns $1.50 per ton more than our normal 
supply for the Denver market. The re- 
tail price on this coal was increase‘ 
accordinglv, “We had some of our own 
in stock in Denver,-. which lasted until 
about Nov. 15, and was sold at the prices 
prevailing before the strike was called.”’

T0 BE SWINDLES

to -Have Fallen Below 
$400 a Day. 


PARIS, April %—An exhaustive in- 
quiry conducted by the judicial authori- 
ties of Paris has revealed, the Matin 
save, that out of 147 charitable organi- 
zations formed since the war began, 78 
are swindles. Thirty-five of them are 
reported to be conducted by men reé- 
leased from prison just before or after 
mobilization. 

Two of these “philanthropists” in par- 
ticular attracted the attention of the 
investigators. While they were desti- 
tute when the war began, they now 
have handsome town and country resi{- 
dences. luxurious automobiles and are 
the hosts at sumptuous dinners. The 
receipts of their “‘charities’’ are said 
never to have fallen before 700 francs 
($400) a day since they began operations 
in September. 

Tt also has been discovered, according 
to the Matin, that among these exploit- 
ers of the public are several Germans 
and Austrians released from concentra- 
tion camps. 

Magistrate Pachot, who conducted the 
inquiry, in his report divides these 
fraudulent enterprises into two classes. 
By the first, not only is cash solicited 
‘ut articles of various kinds under the 
pretense that they will be sold and the 
proceeds distributed among the wound- 
ed, the siok and the refugees. The 
humbiest cf these organizations, it is 
raid, nets at least 500 francs ($100) daily. 
The second class sends out collectors 
who are given a 30-per-cent commis- 
sion. Some of these collectors are said 
to have admitted making from 100 to 
150 france ($20 to $30) a day. 

Most of these ‘‘charities’’ have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the patronage of 
prominent persons through misrepre- 
sentations. Prosecutions will be begun 
the Matin says, as the result of the in- 
vestigation.

Japan has 45,000,000 
people on an area about as large as the states of 
Missouri and Kansas, and much of that is too moun- 
tainous for cultivation.
